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1* The Ministry of Health ie responsible for public health and Medical care* Its 
volvodaMp* county , and Municipal health office* axe organised on the seme line s 
as the ministry* In seme large tonne the Municipal health office is divided 
into several branches* 

2* The number of persons obtaining medical treatment is steadily increasing. The 
number of industrial workers has increased tremendously at the expense of agri- 
cultural workers* Industrial workers are more exposed to oeaqmtional diseases 
and accidents; & 60 to 70 percent increase has been noted in the otcGLogical, 
rMnolqgical, and laryngologies! fields* Workers must obtain a doctor v s 
certificate for even the shortest absence from work, otherwise they axe liable 
to severe punishment* 

3* Large state enterprises generally have their cum dispensaries; the shipyards at 
Gdansk (Dansig), for Instance, employ five doctors. Almost every school has & 
doctor, and one physician serves two kindergartens* Every school and every 
kindergarten also has a nurse* The equipment of factory dispensaries varies 
from e x celle nt to poor, beet the Minima is a ■medical supporting point* with a 
nurse in charge. 

4. Hygiene and safety precautions in industrial est a b lish me nt s are not satisfactory* 
Although there is a special hygiene and safely department in every large plant, 
there is & shortage of proper equipment, particularly working clothes* Over- 
fatigue and undernourishment are, according to medical opinion, the principal 
causes of the high accident rate. 

5* Every employee must be a member of the general side fund (Ubespiecsalnia)* He 
and his family are eligible for free medical care and treatment.’ 

6* Ihbmplqyed workers may receive msdicul treatment during their first two months 
of uufiaplqyment, bat they must present a certificate froa the enterprise where 
they last worked. 
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7. The population is vaccinated periodically against dysentery, typhoid, and scarlet 
fever. Ibis is centrals ary and free. Persons who do not hove vaccination certifi- 
cates cannot obtain food coupons. 

8. There have been no epi denies in the last few years. Tuberculosis «ni xheaaatina 
are, however, frequent at Gdansk. Tuberculosis has increased since World War H. 
The government attempts to coabat it are centered upon the establishment of 
preventative institutes, holiday hones, and convalescent hones, k special town 
for tuberculosis is planned near Otwock, and the entire healthy population of 
that town is to be noved. 

9. Case# of poliomyelitis are reported every year, and the government has constructed 
special rehabilitation homes for patients. Tbs OSSB «ia*— to have developed an 
affective treatment, bat it has not been observed in Poland. 

10. There axe six to eight central state clinics in Warsaw, half of which axe in the 
ffcaga district. Each central clinic has several auxiliary clinics, which hove ably 
one physician each. If a specialist is needed, the patient is transferred to a 
central clini c. The central clinic at Ullca Jagelooaka 34 or 38 has 

30 doctors (including one or two specialists in each field), a laboratory. X-ray 
equipment, and a physical therapy department. In urgent oases physicians can be 
called to the patient's hone. 

11. There la a considerable number of hospitals In Warsaw. They are well equipped, 
under strict supervision, and always filled to capacity, Thors are four or five 
hospitals at Gdansk, each of which has several hundred beds. The hospital at 
Oliva, near Gdansk, serves as the central military hospital for the Qduaik, dis trict. 

12. There is a first aid station In every town. 

13* Polish blood banks are organised by the Bad Cross. Thors are several In each of 
the larger towns, and they are usually attached to a hospital. Donors receive 
1 to 1.50 sloty for each cubio oentlmeter of blood. Issuance of susplamsntary 
food rations has resulted In an Increased number of donors. 

14* The Polish pharmaceutical Industry produces a wide range of drugs, suoh as several 
typaa of tulfoidas, sera, and penicillin. The latter, made In 1951 at a factory 
at Tarohcnin, near Warsaw, Is of Inferior quality, yellow and amorphous Instead 
of crys t a lline . It is produced In Insufficient quantity and oaa bo bought only 
with a permit from the Madloal Ocnsdttoa, High-grade pan4Min» ± $ sometime* 
available from Western countries. 

15. Thors Is a still greater shortage of liquid ponlalllln and of str sptouiy oln, neither 
of which Is produced locally. Liquid peal oil Tin is generally Imported from Hungary. 
Other antibiotics arc available eporadioglly from privately received eonsigsmenta 
which are encouraged by the authorities. 3
